Colonel William F. Cody after he, 
Matthewson, had

famous. 
However, .Matthewson was too mod­ 
al or too little vers d in business 
ways to attem pt to capitalize the title 
while Colonel Cody, recognizing its 
value as a commercial 
asset, 
ex­ 
ploited it in 
conn ction 
with 
his 
“’Wild West” shows 
to 
spread 
his 
fame, winning honors and riches un­ 
til he became a familiar figure in 
every European capital, the honored 
guest of royalty and the idol of the 
populace. 
'Matthewson, the genuine “Buffalo 
Bill, according to 
his 
own 
state 
m£nt and the testimony of early fron­ 
tiersmen, performed great deeds as a 
hunter, 
trappc r 
ai d 
government 
scout away back in the ‘10*3, be­ 
fore Colonel Cody was out of his 
swaddling cL thes; but the latter pos­ 
sessed the business instinct and a 
gift of gab which enabled him to take 
fortune at its flood and likewise to 
perform the trick which the crafty 
Ulysses played on his blunt-spoken 
rival, Ajax, in contending for the 
arms of the 
dead 
Greek 
captain, 
Achilles, at the sieg 
of Troy. It can 
not be denied that Colonel Cody a1 
so did d'cmghty duty as a govern 
ment scout, but he is chiefty known 
to fame among the plainsmen of the 
West as a 
mighty 
buffalo 
hunter 


VT host? services w’ere utilized by the

Colonel 
Matthewson 
was an

scouts and guides for caravans ol 
pioneers who crossed th 
continent 
to C alif n a in s< arch of gold in the 
late ’40’s, or who stayed by the way­ 
side to break the virgin sod of the 
W estern 
wilderness. 
Matthewson s 
open-handed generosity was as nota­ 
ble as his courage. He conducted a 
store for years in various parts of 
the country and it was said that he 
never turned a poor man away from 
his door or refused to grubstake a 
prospector in need of fo^d and arm s 
for his hazardous search for precious 
m etals in the savage Indian country. 
Colonel Matthewson. who is now’ 81 
years old, accumulated a fortune of 
$100,000 or more, chiefly due to his 
energy and square dealing, and has 
spent 
his life since the troublous 
pioneer days in quiet retirem ent at 
Wichita. The tin est ion as to his prior 
claims to the title of Buffalo lh i 11 was 
raised recently upon the occasion of 
his marriage to Miss OMV 
Johnson 
of Wichita, a pretty spinster -if SO 
years. It is hoped bv his numerous 
friends of the border days that Colo­ 
nel 
Matthewson’s 
declining 
years 
may be marked by olive branches of 
I* ace and happiness which will en­ 
tirely effaet the bitterness of having 
his early title worn by another man.
